Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claims require further search and /or consideration. Further, In response to Applicant argrument 
that the combination of Leiba-Willis is improper, Impermisslbl hindsight, modification changes the principle of operation of Leiba. It must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the Applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). It is noted that the rejection clearly points out where the combination of Leiba and Willis teach the 
claimed features and why it would have been obvious to combine their teachings. Specifically, the rejection points out that the motivation 
to "compiling the software implementation source code from a first high-level language into an intermediate language; compiling the 
software specification from a second high-level language into the intermediate language; and producing the conformance-test enabled 
implementation in the intermediate language" would be to provide an efficient way of performing conformance testing. Applicant only 
makes general allegations of improper hindsight reasoning. Therefore, the rejection is proper and maintained herein. 
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
